You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Town, on the fourteenth day of March next, at nine of the clock 
in the forenoon, to act on the following subjects: | 

lst—To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. | 

2nd—To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Treasurer and 
other town officers and pass any vote relative thereto. 

3rd—To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the support of Schools including the pur- 
chase of text books and supplies, and necessary repairs to school 
buildings. 

4th—To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the repairs of Highways and Bridges, Sup- 
port of Poor, Fire Department, Public Library, Street Lighting 
and all necessary Town Charges, and to pay State and County 
tax. 

5th—To see what sum of money, together with the free use of 
the Town Hall on Memorial Day and evening, the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate, for the observance of Memorial 
Day 1893, to be expended by Abiel .A. Livermore Post 71,Dept. 
Ste Neil. GAR. | 

6th—To see if the Town will appoint a committee agreeable 
to the suggestion of the Firewards March, 1892, to examine into 
the expediency of a gravity water service, for the use of the Fire 
Department and other purposes, by employing a competent 
expert to make surveys and report at the next Annual Town 
Meeting, expense for the same to paid out of any money not 
otherwise appropriated. 


7th—To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropiate for the construction of reservoirs. 

8th—To see what action the Town willtake in relation to 
turning the brook back of Capt. Hardy’s house and building an 
underground water course down Park street or across D. Whit- 
ing & Sons’ land to intersect with the brook at the corner of 
John McKay’s land or dispose of the water in any other way the 
town may see fit and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

9th—To see if the Town will vote to extend the concrete side- 
walk from land of Chas. H. Burns to the Railroad, a distance of 
about eighty feet and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

10th—To see if the Town will raise and appropriate money to 
put in a concrete sidewalk on the street leading from M. Foley’s 
corner Main street to Maple street or take any action thereon. 

11—To see if the Town will vote to maintain an electric light 
at Michael Shea’s corner to light both FrenchVillage and Abbot 
Hill roads and another, either electric or kerosene, at the corner 
near Michael Kennedy’s or act anything thereon. 

12th—To see if the Town will vote to renew the bridge near 
D. Whiting & Sons’ Grist Mill or take any action thereon and 
raise and appropriate money for the same. 

13th—To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the building of Highways recently laid out. 

14th—To see what sum of-money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for the reduction of Town debt. 

15th—To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ENGINEERS. 


'FELLow CirizENs :— 

The engineers respectiully submit the following repoit of the 
-condition of the Fire Department, which consists as follows: 

In the Engine house, Excelsior No. 1,with hose carriage, con- 
"taining 350 feet leather and 450 feet rubber lined hose. There 
are also two stoves, three chairs, one table, two fire hooks, five 
‘lanterns, three ladders, ten settees, with a company of forty-six 
mmembers. The basement of the town house contains the fol- 
lowing: Carmi Engine No. 2, with hose carriage, containing 300 
“feet 2 1-2inch new rubber lined hose, 150 feet 2-inch hose, a 
volunteer company of 28 men. There is also a hose carriuge 
contains 600 feet of leather hose. June 23, the department was 
-called into service by the burning of a dwelling house belonging 
‘to Jerry Shea and occupied by Mrs. Downey. Loss on house 
-.$600. Insurance paid $500. Loss on contents $200, no insur- 
-ance. Cause of fire unknown. It can hardly be saidto be the 
usual ‘‘defect in chimney” or defect in flues, the scape goat of 
most fires, as this occurred in the warm season and at midnight. 
In spite of all criticisms the fire was confined to the building 
where it orginated. The alarm of Feb. 3rd was the burning out 
of achimney. No damage. Much credit is due the men forthe 
‘interest they have taken. No. 1 inthe Firemen’s muster. No. 
-2 in service without pay and ornamenting the tub with lanterns 
and the building with a newly painted sign. We tender our 
‘thanks to each company for services rendered. We are glad to 
iknow that the subject of a better water supply is again coming 
before the town. The board is firm in the belief that this 
imatter can not be put off with any degree of safety longer. 
. Wilton, abreast of the times in Town house, Library, Schools, 
‘School buildings, can not afford to be found wanting in so 
important a matter.as a water supply which can be got at so lit- 
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tle expense. Through the kindness of Mr. Jerry Driscoll a par- 
tial servey was made on the 25th and it was found that a supply 
could be had by going less than 3-4 of a mile and a head of 200 
feet could be got. We leave this matter in your hands, fellow 
citizens, feeling that right will eventually triumph over might 
and morality over legality.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


For THE YEAR ENDING MAkcHu 1, 1893. 


At the annual meeting of the district held March 12, 1892, 
Rey. T. O. Harlow was elected a member of the board of edu- 
cation fer the ensuing three years. In compliance with a recent- 
ly enacted law, requiring the election of a treasurer by the dis- 
trict, Mrs. Jennie F. Barnes was elected to this position. 

The board subsequently organized by the selection of Mr. Bales 
as chairman and Mrs. Barnes as secretary. 

In submitting our report of the conditionand needs of the pub- 
lic schools, the sume general thoughts respecting the subject of 
education naturally recur. For the usual remarks upon ‘*Teach - 
ers,” ‘graded and un-graded schools,” and ‘‘closing hints,” we 
refer the reader to previous reports, fully satisfied that their 
omission for one year, will not prove disastrous to the cause of 
education. 

Our common schools are a priceless legacy, the value and im- 
portance of which can never be over-estimated. We cannot claim 
the system to be perfect, indeed the ever-changing condition of 
society enforce modifications in school laws as in other relations 
of life. tlowever before making any marked departure from 
existing and generally approved methods we should be quite sure 
that the change suggested was in the way of improvement. 
**Progress’should be the watchword. Our faith in the intelli- 
gence and loyalty of our people, is such, that we assert our con- 
viction that a tolerant spirit will prevail and that all efforts to 
promote the educational interests of our land will be directed to 
the common welfare. 

We have previously expressed our conviction that it is unwise 
aad unprofitable to make a detailed statement of each school and

teacher; it is your privilege and your duty to inform yourselves 
upon these matters. In some instances school officers may have 
failed to make a desirable selection of a teacher; again the fail- 
ure of a teacher to attain complete success may be due to influ- 
ences over which she had no control. If there is one class of in- 
dividuals more than another deserving of our encouragement 
and support it is the school teacher. It is a self-evident fact that 
the best results are obtained where the most favorable conditions 
exist. Let us, therefore, as parents and citizens perform our part 
in promoting the cause of education. We,are gratified at the 
generally satisfactory condition of the schools, collectively con- 
sidered they have met with a good degree of prosperity during 
the past year. Teachers have been able, earnest and faithful and 
the scholars diligent and orderly. Until new accommodations 
are provided for the village schools, we can look for no radical 
change in the condition of the schools of thistown. The open- 
ing of a parochial school has affected the enrollment in the vil- 
lage schools and as a result the second primary was closed at the 
end of the fall term. It will probably be unnecessary to reopen 
this school so long as the present conditions continue. 

We are inclined to the opinion that several of the ungraded 
schools could be combined to advantage. Small schools are 
generally unsatisfactory. We believe that the benefits accruing 
from a large school will more than compensate for the incon- 
venience occasioned to those living remote. 


NEW SCHOOL BUILDING. 


There would seem to be no need for further argument in sup- 
port of the fact that a new school building must be erected at the 
village. An inspection of the present dilapidated apology for 
school accommodations, should convince every fair-minded 
man that this matter must be met now. It is an admitted fact 
that the present buildings are not properly ventilated, do not 
afford suitable «ccommodations and are not advantageously lo- 
cated. In truth they are a discredit to the town of Wilton. And 
ifwe hope for the prosperity and intellectual advancement of our 
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fair town, we must hasten to do our duty in this direction. 
Many of our most useful citizens received their education in the 
schools of the town—some of the oldest perhaps in the same 
buildings used today. To you who remember the experience 
of your early training with gratitude and respect and to all inter- 
ested in education, in behalf of the youth of our town, we ap- 
peal for recognition and favorable consideration of a question 
which demands prompt action. This matter should not be post- 
poned from year to year. The welfare of your children and the 
danger to health should be a sufficient protest against further 
delay. Citizens of the town, let us rise above this petty 
question of dollars and cents and let humanity control our action. 
Then and not till then shall we obtain that result so devoutly to 
be wished by all who are interested in our schools and their 
possibilities. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The statute in regard to the election of a treasurer of the dis- 
trict did not state specifically whether he could or could not 
be a member of the school board. State superintendent Vatter- 
son in his annual report of this matter says, ‘‘clearly in a board 
of three, the treasurer should not be one of the three.” Atten- 
tion is called to this fact that the district may be prepared to act 
in conpliance therewith at the annual meeting. 

We believe the free use of the town hall should be given the 
graduating class upon the occasion of the closing exercises. To 
exact the regular price would seem to be a burden which should 
not be imposed and we trust the town may be willing to grant 
relief in this direction. 

We again recommend the study of United States History. A 
large proportion of our scholars leave before they reach the high 
school. Many of them are the children of parents born in other 
social conditions and under other governments than our own. It is 
essential therefore that they should become familiar with our’own 
historical records. We have. introduced the study of history in the 
lower grades, with the most satisfactory results. We should 
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familiarize the young with the early history of our national life. 
They should be taught to honor the heroic dead, revere the great 
names of history and honor and respect the flag that floats above 
them. 

Columbus Day was appropriately observed by the schools of 
the town, flags were raised over every school building, attended 
with fitting exercises. In the evening the town hall was fiiled 
with an interested audience who listened to an entertaining pro- 
grame presented by the schools and participated in by the citi- 
zens of the town. 

The prevalence of measles and other contagious diseases has 
seriously affected the attendance upon the schools. As a result 
an unusual low average for the year will be recorded. From 
this cause teachers have labored undera great disadvantage ; 
but by their zealousness and devotion to their work, they have 
accomplished results which must be satisfactory to parents as it 
is gratifying to your committee. 


ATTENDANCE. 


In accordance with the returns made by the selectmen in 
April, 1892, of children between five and fifteen years of age 
there were 301 of school ages The whole number enrolled on 
the registers is 325, of whom 160 are boys and 165 are 
girls. 

The whole number, as appears from the school registers, who 
attended school the past year, the average attendance and

I may not always have done what was best for the schools and 
my efforts may not have been attended with as good results as oth- 
ers might have obtained. ButI trust I may be given credit for 
honest action and worthy purpose. If anyone imagines aposition 
on the board of education to be a sinecure he has but to serve a 
‘brief term to be convinced of his error. 

In committing the trust which has been reposed in me, to 
other, and I doubt not, better hands, I bespeak for him and for 
amy associates a continuance of the courtesy and consideration 
which have been so kindly extended to me and which I desire to 
-acknowledge with feelings of sincere gratitude.
